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VBT Planners set public hearing 
on ordinance for senior housing

A public hearing has been set for 7:30 p.m. 
July 24 before the Van Buren Township 
Planning Commission to hear thoughts 
from the community on a proposed senior 
housing ordinance. 

At the commission’s June 26 meeting, 
planning consultant Vidya Krishnan of 
McKenna presented a proposed Elderly 
Housing Ordinance, but Commissioner 
Joan Franzoi quickly noted “elderly” 
wasn’t going to do it for 50 year olds who 
would qualify and “senior” was a better 
designation. 

Krishnan said while most other 
communities use the “elderly” designation, 
she will change this to “senior.” 

Krishnan said it will be a place to age 
within the community as a special use 
in several zonings, with minimum sizes 
required, on a major thoroughfare, the 
height required in the underlying zoning, 
and a minimum of 25% landscaped open 
space. 

“Tm glad we’re discussing this,” said 
Commissioner Medina Atchinson who 
several times had brought up the need for 
senior housing in the township. 

She asked if the township is going to 
identify areas where this construction is 
feasible. 

Ron Akers, director of planning and 
economic development, said he has alerted 
real estate people and developers and, “We 
put it out there.” Akers said the Downtown 
Development Authority does targeting of 
sites in the DDA district. 

Commissioner Atchinson asked what 
area is covered by the DDA and Akers said 
generally it’s along Belleville Road from 
Van Born to the City of Belleville. 

Atchinson said she remembered a few 
years ago when a senior development was 
being planned next to Meijer, but that 
wasn’t built. 

“We're a premier community,” she said. 
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“A premier community has housing for 
everyone -- every stage of life. I know 
we’ve lost a lot of people,” referring to 
those who have moved to Canton and other 
communities for senior housing. 

Beth Ernat of Clover Development rose 
to speak as an interested party. She had 
addressed the commission at a previous 
meeting saying her company has targeted 
VBT as a prime site for senior housing. 

“How quickly can you move this 
forward?” she asked of the ordinance. 
She said 70% of the ordinances she has 
encountered are called “elderly housing,” 
but, that’s not how they will bring it 
forward in VBT. 

Commission chairwoman Carol 
Thompson said following the public 
hearing the commission could recommend 
it to the board and the board could vote to 
approve it. Then the commission voted to 
set the public hearing. 

In other business at it June 26 meeting, 
the commission: 

e Approved a one-year renewal, through 
June 26, 2020, of a temporary land use 
permit for Atchinson Ford to park lease- 
turn-in vehicles and new vehicle inventory

Schlutow is replacing Jeff Fondaw 
who abruptly resigned from that position 
and there’s a big hurry to replace him.

Clerk Leon Wright said Matthew Best, 
director of public services, wants to go on 
vacation. Best said he came to Monday’s 
meeting while he is on vacation.

Living on the South Side 
of Town for 60 years 


To the residents of Sumpter Township, 
family, and friends: 

Many people know me as Sheena Barnes, 
BBQ & Soul Roll Lady, who puts love in 
her foods and serves you with a smile. 

At or around 6 a.m., early morning, on 
June 13, I was removing cooked BBQ Beef 
Brisket from the grill preparing for the 
Father’s Day weekend, International Rodeo 
held at the Wayne County fairgrounds in 
Belleville, Michigan. 

I refrigerated the meats out at my BBQ 
stand. Suddenly, close shots fired and 
coming from the Jokers club house. In 
panic and shock, I waited in my barn for 
rounds to stop. In panic, I proceeded to 
walk across grass. A second round of 
gunfire. I hit the ground waiting for my 
safety in pitch dark trying to it make back 
into my home. 

Of course, I am seriously upset, mad, and 
angry because this is a continuation from 
the past to the present. I have bullet holes 
in my home from last year. Once I made it 
into the house, of course, when I thought 
I was safe, I was screaming at the Jokers 
through the brush! I then called emergency 
911, after years of abuse and disrespectful 
behavior. 

Some of the Jokers members just don’thave 
respect for the surrounding neighborhood, 
or their next-door neighbors. I have lived 
next door to the Jokers since the beginning, 
when they moved into Sumpter Township. 

The first year someone from the club 
was lost and did a turn-around in my 
drive and threw out beer cans. I left my 
house, walked down to their clubhouse 
and confronted them, saying that this red 
vehicle just pulled out of my driveway and 
threw cans out! I introduced myself. I told 
him who I was, and also told them that I 
was the same person who allowed their 
club members parking on the corner at Nate 
Barnes Market when their property was too 
wet and very few cars could park on their 
property. We got to an understanding and 
he made them get back into their vehicle 
and go pick up the empty beer cans. 


The second incident was when my 
youngest son and I were driving down 
Sumpter Road coming from Belleville, 
headed home. We passed Bemis and 
Sumpter and the whole group of Jokers 
got behind me at the light. I am assuming 
that they were a different chapter of Jokers. 
Apparently, I was driving too slowly and 
one of the lead bikers proceeded to drive 
on the passenger side of my vehicle all the 
way to Sumpter and Willow Road at the 
four-way stop, which scared the heck out 
of my son. 

They of course don’t know that I live 
next door to the clubhouse. When I turned 
in my driveway, all the bikes behind me 
went into the Jokers’ clubhouse. There are 
a few problems living next door to Jokers. 
The shooting! And, of course, bullet holes 
in my house. Experiencing loud, disruptive 
bikes. Revving up their motorcycles at 
three, four or five o’clock in the morning 
all summer long on weekends and, 
sometimes, when they have their monthly 
Friday meeting, it can get a little rowdy. I 
believe that’s one of those nights when I 
caught a bullet in my home and shook my 
house like a bomb! With my house full of 
family and friends, with children in the 
home. Totally unacceptable! 

I don’t mind their big parties and 
mountainous bonfires and live bands with 
fireworks that light up the sky brightly. 
I get to enjoy it! But the shooting in any 
direction is not acceptable. My family and I 
are in great danger! My 91-year-old mother 
can’t move fast or run. And my 4-year-old 
grandson is frightened and disturbed by the 
Jokers shooting during play time, also. He 
hits the ground every time saying, “Nana, 
I am scared they’re going to shoot me.” 
And the loud revving engine in the early 
morning is horrendously disruptive. 

I don’t have very many neighbors 
because of my surrounding location. There 
are no houses on either side of me. The 
Old Pioneer Apartments once owned by 
our Township Supervisor John Morgan. 
Across the street my neighbors are this 
large commercial greenhouse marijuana 
facility which I see with no fear for my 
safety there at all. It looks like it’s a very 
tightly run facility. In fact, it looks like the 
township indeed “Opted In” there. 

However, I have woken up in the middle 
of the night thinking it’s a UFO outside

because of huge orange lights that can be 
seen for miles. The few residents here in 
this location are perfectly laid back and 
keep to themselves. We have all talked 
about the Jokers Club members’ activity 
throughout the years. 

After calling 911, Officer Beth of 
Sumpter came and a male Huron Township 
officer came for back up. I gave Sumpter 
Officer Beth my complaints and showed 
her the bullets in my home and explained 
what was going on. After that, she went 
to the Jokers and spoke to two gentlemen. 
She came back and stated that she had 
another complaint during her visit, while 
she was there. Officer Beth also suggested 
that I should go over there and try to 
introduce myself to the club members. I 
was appalled. I couldn’t help but feel like 
she had put them above the law! 
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I said you’re kidding me! Right! 

However, I waited 11 days before I went to 
the Sumpter Township Police Department 
to receive a report. When I approached the 
receptionist window, I explained what I 
needed. She stated that she heard about it, 
however, the report was not in the system. 
She went to get some help in finding my 
report. Detective Toth came out a door to 
explain that he was not trying to give me the 
run-around, that I needed to talk to Officer 
Gannon and have a seat and he’ll be back 
in a few! I said to him that I just saw him 
leave the building with his young son in a 
police car five minutes ago. Detective Toth 
said yes, he’ll be right back. Dropping his 
son off. He’ll be right back. Can you wait? 
I said no! I can’t! Are you sure? Yes. I can’t 
wait for Officer Gannon.

Help keep 
my family from catching a bullet to the 
head and be killed at home. Id like to be 
treated the same as any citizen and receive 
a full, accurate, and proper investigation. 
The police report is a normal formality. No 
special treatment!

Dr. David James Wilson 
Environmental Protection 
Bill introduced by Pagan 


To the editor: 

Last week, I introduced House Bill 4719 
to prohibit the sale and use of coal-tar 
based products in Michigan. These harmful 
products are commonly used to seal 
driveways, parking lots and playgrounds. 

House Bill 4719 will also be known as the 
“Dr. David James Wilson Environmental 
Protection Bill.” Dr. Wilson was a true 
environmentalist and spent his life 
advocating for environmental issues. Dr. 
Wilson brought this important issue to my 
attention to discuss the hazards of coal-tar 
sealants and strongly advocated for this 
bill. 

He also led the charge to prohibit the 
use of coal-tar in Van Buren Township in 
2015. Unfortunately, Dr. Wilson passed 
away in 2017, but his work lives on through 
this legislation. 

Coal-tar sealants release a class of 
chemicals called polycyclic aromatic 
hydrocarbons (PAHs), some of which are 
highly toxic and known to cause birth 
defects and cancer. According to the Huron 
River Watershed Council, a person who 
lives near coal-tar-sealed pavement is 38 
times more likely to develop cancer, on 
average, than someone who does not. In 
addition to the associated public health 
risks, PAHs found in coal-tar sealant 
products impact air, soil and freshwater 
quality throughout affected communities. 

It seems like every week we are hearing of 
dangerous new contaminants in our water. 
Unfortunately, the PAH particles have been 
spreading into our soil, storm drains, lakes 
and rivers for quite some time now. The 
Great Lakes region is particularly affected, 
with 50 to 75 percent of all PAHs found in 
sediments within the area originating from 
coal-tar sealants. 

Coal-tar-based products are known 
carcinogens that threaten the health of 
our children, contaminate our natural 
resources and generate hazardous waste 
in our communities. Thanks to the tireless 
work of Dr. Wilson, Van Buren Township 
became the first Michigan municipality to 
prohibit the use of coal-tar. It is beyond 
time to pursue a statewide stance on this

Court Watching: 
Jessica Hurley sentenced 


to 9-40 years in prison 
for sex, drugs with teen

Jessica Lynn Hurley, 32, was sentenced 
to from 9 to 40 years in prison after a jury 
found her guilty of six felonies involving 
having sex with and giving drugs to her 
minor step son. 

She has been incarcerated in the Huron 
Valley Complex for women with her 
earliest release date of May 8, 2028 and 
her maximum release date of May 8, 2059. 

On May 16 a Wayne County Circuit 
Court jury found her guilty of three charges

of criminal sexual conduct first degree 
(relationship), one charge of criminal 


sexual conduct third 
degree (multiple 
variables), delivery 


of narcotic to a minor 
(narcotic or cocaine) 
less than 50 grams, and 
furnishing alcohol to a f 
minor. 

The jury found her 
not guilty of one more 
count of first degree criminal sexual 
conduct and one count of delivery of 
marijuana to a minor. 

On June 11, Wayne County Circuit 
Court Judge Kevin J. Cox pronounced the 
sentencing. She was taken into custody 
when the jury pronounced her guilty and 
Judge Cox gave her 33 days credit in the

The preliminary exam in the case was 
held on Jan. 30 before 34" District Court 
Judge Brian A. Oakley. After the exam 
Judge Oakley found there was enough 
probable cause to bind Hurley over to 
circuit court for trial. 

The charges are dated Aug. 8, 2017 in 
Van Buren Township. 

Hurley was free after posting $25,000 
cash bond. Her retained attorney was 
Michael Maddaloni of Lansing, where she 
had moved to reside with her brother. 

Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor 
Jacqueline Nicholas brought four witnesses 
forward to testify in the exam, which lasted 
about 90 minutes. 

Three young family members testified 
along with the father of the victim, who 
filed the police report on his wife of ten 
years last fall after being informed of what 
was going on and questioning his son. 

On the stand, the father referred to the 
defendant as “my soon-to-be ex-wife.” 

The victim, who was 15 in 2017, testified 
at length and in detail about the encounters 
with his stepmother at his father’s home on 
Milton Drive in Van Buren Township when 
his father was at work. The victim’s sister, 
then 17, testified to what she heard, and 
then a cousin testified. He said he told the 
father what was going on. 

“He was a great guy ... He deserved to 
know,” the cousin said of the father. 

The victim testified that his stepmother 
told him, “Your dad can never find out 
about this. He’d kill us.” 

VBT Detective Dale Harrison was the 
officer in charge of the case. He arranged 
for the Kids’ Talk interviews of the under- 
age witnesses.

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Sumpter Board OKs agreement with FMAR to care for stray dogs

Pete and Marcie LaFramboise of 
Friends of Michigan Animals Rescue 
were present at the June 25 meeting of 
the Sumpter Township Board of Trustees 
as the board unanimously approved a one- 
year agreement for FMAR to care for the 
township’s stray dogs. 
FMAR is a no-kill shelter on Arkona 
Road in Sumpter Township. 

At the June 11 township board meeting, 
Public Safety Director/Police Chief 
Eric Luke said currently sworn police 
officers were checking on the dogs in the 
township’s kennel at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. and 
cleaning up the “poo.” The dogs had no 
companionship, he said. 

He said the present budget for the shelter 
is $3,000 for utilities and $2,600 for 
cleaning supplies. When checking other 
options, he found that the City of Romulus 
charges $650 a month ($7,800 a year) for 
the service, whether they bring any dogs or 
not. 

Van Buren Township uses Romulus to 
care for its stray dogs. 

In the agreement with FMAR, Sumpter 
would pay $40 a dog for the five days 
required for the state mandatory hold and 
then FMAR will try to adopt them out. 
He said FMAR now has a state-of-the- 
art facility and they have plans to put a 
veterinarian in there, as well. 

In the agreement, that renews itself each 
year unless cancelled by either side, FMAR 
will designate a two-lane dog run/kennel 
area for use by the township where dogs 
the township delivers will be kept. 

The township police will have access to 
the shelter and will have one key (or code) 
to the shelter’s outer door and access to the 
facility. Sumpter agrees not to access any 
other area of the facility unless specifically 
allowed to do so in writing and for specific 
purposes only. 

Before entering the shelter, police should 
attempt to contact FMAR to say they will 
be entering. Once inside, police shall record 
all access to the facility by completing 
a sign in / sign out form. Sumpter will 
provide FMAR with whatever information 
it has on the dog. 


In the event Sumpter houses a dog 
impounded under the — township’s 
Dangerous Dog Ordinance while the court 
case is proceeding, Sumpter agrees to pay 
FMAR an amount of $40 per week for the 
period the dog is housed at the shelter. 

Any dispute arising out of this agreement 
shall be subject to the jurisdiction of the 
Wayne County Circuit Court or the 34" 
District Court. 

In other business at the June 25 meeting, 
the board: 

e Tabled a request by Treasurer Ken 
Bednark to apply the terms and conditions 
of the AFSME bargaining agreement to 
the current part-time treasurer’s clerk. A 
motion was passed to pay Erica Campbell 
for hours worked over 20 for the next two 
weeks; 

e Approved the recommendation of 
Hennessey Engineers to award the fire 
hall drain repair project to G.V. Cement of 
Brownstown Township in the amount of 
$81,126.40 plus a 10% contingency, for a 
total of $89,126.40. Only one bid came in; 

e Tabled Resolution #2019-09, Sumpter 
Township Purchasing and Bid Policy; 

e Accepted the immediate resignation of 
Vincent Tocco from the fire department; 

e Approved paying Guardian Alarm $675 
for an intrusion alarm for Fire Station #2 
and a monthly rate of $58.95; 

e Approved the Park Grant Funding 
Agreement with Wayne County for Banotai 
Park and Graham Park for fiscal year 2018- 
19; 

e Heard Clerk Esther Hurst announce that 
Maryann Watson received the “Helping 
Hand Award” from Wayne County Senior 
Services. She also reported 12 Sumpter 
Seniors attended Older Michiganians 
Day in Lansing, 30 seniors went to 
Shipshewana with Bianco transportation 
services, and 17 seniors rode the new bus 
to Wayne County Senior picnic on June 22. 
She also encouraged everyone to support 
the Feed the Homeless project put on by 
the Senior Quilters. July 31 is the deadline 
for donations and Aug. 13 is the day they 
plan to take 100 pizzas and distribute them 
to the homeless;

session at 5:30 p.m., Friday, July 26, at the 
fire station. Trustee Rush will be the trainer. 
Those interested may call the clerk’s office 
to be put on the list so they will know how 
many to plan for; 

e Heard Ron Traskos give an update 
on his firm’s work in the treasurer’s and 
financial director offices. He said it was 
recommended his firm not do the audit for 
the 2018-19 fiscal year and the township 
put out a request for proposals. He 
recommended a two-year package. He said 
his firm will make sure everything is ready 
for the auditors and so they will have a 
“true audit.” Treasurer Bednark said there 
had been three treasurers, five deputies, 
and two deaths related to his office over the 
past few years, a lot of people in and out 
a “revolving door.” Traskos said they had 
expected to have a new financial director 
by now. “It was messy, but we cleaned 
things up,” Traskos said of the financial 
records; 

e Heard Water Billing Clerk Anna Winter 
explain the steps that lead to shutting off a 
customer’s water for non-payment of their 
water bill.

Resident Mary Ban said the FAA held 
a meeting on the changes a year and a half 
ago in Sumpter and she’s sure the township 
has a contact number on the issue; 

e Heard Don Basham report that in the last 
three weeks people have died in Ohio and 
Illinois in motorcycle accidents because 
of slipping on wet grass clippings in the 
roadway. He said he is trying to educate 
people in the community about the dangers 
of grass clippings in the roadways and to 
point out Sumpter has a new law on this. 
He said he has sold more than 100 signs 
that say “Look Twice, Save a Life” and all 
the sign money will be sent to the families 
of the seven killed in New Hampshire when 
a truck hit a procession of motorcyclists; 

e Heard Mary Ban complain about 
the terrible visibility at road crossings, 
especially on Elwell and Harris and Elwell 
and Willis.

work of the fire department when she fell in 
her son’s kitchen and couldn’t get up.

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had the specific information on his issue. 
“You could have said, Andy, good to see 
you... It left a bitter taste,’ Slovik said. 
“... It hurt my feelings.” Morgan said, “I 
gave you time ... If you were offended, I 
apologize”; 

e Heard Adrian Slaughter tell of the rifle 
shots in her neighborhood in the early 
morning hours of June 13. She heard a 
person screaming. She said some of the 
street lights aren’t working and maybe 
getting those fixed would help.

When I tell folks my story about exhibiting 
in the Ann Arbor Art Fair this summer, 
their response is inevitably, 100% of the 
time, a nod of the head and an utterance of 
the phrase “full circle.” 

It really is the best way to summarize 
my journey. I grew up in Belleville and 
attended the Ann Arbor Art Fair with my 
mom every year. As a high school student 
I even booth sat for a potter who was in 
the show. 

I never thought about being an artist.

Biology teacher Dick Dokas, I went to 
the University of Michigan and graduated 
with a degree in biology and chemistry.

In 2006, I moved 
to Charleston, SC, to pursue a Master’s 
in Marine Biology. I planned to return to 
teaching, but my career took an unexpected 
turn. 

During my studies, I began to paint as 
a creative outlet. My first images were 
painted in reverse on glass, and most 
were fish. I graduated from the College of 
Charleston and actually made the decision 
to leave my position as lab technician to 
job search full time, still believing my 
calling was marine education. 

The day after I gave notice, I received a 
phone call for a large commission, painting 
20 originals for fishing tournament trophies. 
I was over the moon. The commission was 
followed by many more. I was accepted to 
the coveted Charleston Farmers’ Market as 
one of only a few juried artists, and in 2012 
I received the Lowcountry Artist of the 
Year award. This award is a grant meant to 
further the career of an emerging artist and 
it gave me the opportunity to have my first 
solo show.

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School Board OKs VBEST contract, 80/20 language of PA 152

The Van Buren Public Schools Board 
of Education met in a 15-minute special 
session Friday with a bare quorum to tend 
to two items removed from the Monday 
meeting agenda earlier in the week. 

The board voted unanimously to approve 
the tentative one-year agreement with the 
Van Buren Educational Support Team 
(VBEST) that included: 

e MESSA 500/1000 or ABC Plan 1, 
employee choice (80/20); 

e Six Act of God days; 

e Steps for all eligible employees; 

e $1.10/hr. raise for paraprofessionals, on 
schedule; 

e 0.5% raise for custodial, maintenance, 
transportation, and mechanics, on schedule; 

e Other mutually agreed upon contract 
changes; and 

e Current longevity language in the 
collective bargaining agreement sunsets 
end of contract. Transportation department 
will be added to custodial language for 
longevity pay. 

School Supt. Pete Kudlak said the reason 
it was removed from Monday’s agenda 
and approved in Friday’s meeting was 
because when VBEST voted on it June 
20, the information provided to union 
members was slightly incorrect. He said 
they distributed the correct information to 
their members and then voted again during 
the week to again approve the contract. 

In the next item of business during its 
meeting, the board approved the 80/20 
language recommendation for Employer/ 
Employee Health Care Cost Option as set 
forth in 2011 Public Act 152. This is for the 


medical benefit plan coverage year July 1, 
2019 through June 30, 2020. 

One of the options is Section 4 of PA 152 
which limits a public employer’s share of 
total annual health care costs to not more 
than 80%. This option requires an annual 
majority vote of the governing body. 

The board also approved the resignations 
of David Fletcher, as of July 31, after 18 
years on the grounds crew, and Allison 
Winters, as of June 27, after 1-1/2 years as 
a custodian. 

During the public comment part of the 
meeting, Marcus Hosman, president of the 
Van Buren Education Association teachers’ 
union, spoke on the 80/20 resolution. 

He said during negotiations of the 
recently approved VBEA contract, it was 
believed once the long-term contracts 
were all in place, the hardcap would be in 
effect, “to make sure we did the best for 
our members.” 

He referred to another option of PA 152, 
Section 3 — “Hard Caps” Option, which 
limits a public employer’s total annual 
health care costs for employees based on 
coverage levels, as defined in the Act. [It is 
$18,200, going up to $18,500 in January.] 

A third option in PA 152 is for a local 
government to exempt itself from the 
requirements of the Act by an annual 2/3 
vote of the governing body. 

Hosman said they spent countless hours 
and days in negotiation and it was believed 
they were working to a hardcap. Now the 
district is moving back to 80/20. It simply 
changed. 

“I feel that I’m Charlie Brown and Lucy 
keeps moving the football,” Hosman said. 

He said when the other bargaining units

were off the books, it was supposed to be 
hardcap flat for everyone. 

He accused the district of pitting groups 
against each other. He said the bargaining 
was not right over the last two years. 

Tim Miller, chief negotiator for the union, 
said after establishing stability and trust by 
agreeing to where they all are going, they 
make a sudden left turn. 

Miller said the teachers came off the 
MESSA health care plan to a system the 
district recommends to begin to offer 
things the employees want. He said some 
teachers didn’t want to change. He said 
it is upsetting when suddenly “we make 
changes like this.” 

Human Resource Director Abdul 
Madyun said it was difficult negotiating 
with VBEST, particularly with the subject 
of medical insurance. 

“They did agree to take insurance that 
was less costly than before,’ Director 
Madyun said, noting they kept to a one- 
year contract so next year “we can get them 


where we want them to be.” 

He said any savings to the district in 
insurance costs was put on their salaries. 
Madyun said the paraprofessionals were 
grossly underpaid. He said they studied 
what other districts were paying in Wayne 
County and found Dearborn was paying 
$20/hour compared to Van Buren paying 
$14/hour after 15 years here. 

“If they made other choices, it would 
have gone on their salaries,” Supt. Kudlak 
said. 

Madyun said other groups got $2,000 each 
for changing to the new health care plan, 
but VBEST only got $750 because they 
chose to keep the much more expensive 
insurance. 

While discussing the 80/20 option before 
the vote, Madyun explained whatever the 
cost of the medical insurance, the district 
pays 80%. This decision must be made 
every June and next year the board could 
decide not to do it.

at 8705 Belleville Rd., north of Tyler 
Road. Craig Atchinson said he bought the 
property in March and tore down a building 
there in April. He said he plans more 
improvements to the property, including 
securing the fencing and possibly adding 
some security lights. Commissioner 
Medina Atchinson left the board table to sit 
in the audience during this agenda item and 
she did not participate in the consideration 
of her husband’s request or the vote; 

e Approved a site plan amendment 
requested by Infinity Homes revising 
single-family architectural elevations for 
houses in the unfinished Townsend Park 
subdivision on the east side of Morton 
Taylor Road, north of Ecorse Road, with 
the stipulation that each single family home 
would be reviewed by township staff on 
setbacks and to make sure it is substantially 
different than its neighbors. It also was 
recommended that the applicant make 
efforts to obtain architectural approval from 
the homeowners’ association of Townsend 
Park, if there is one. Rino Soave of Infinity 
Homes said his company had 30 sales over 
the last two years in Country Walk and 
used similar elevations. He said they have 
24-25 sites in Townsend Park and they are 
working in 14 different communities in 
Southeastern Michigan. Commission vice 
chairman Donald Boynton asked him to 
reach out to the homeowners’ association 
at Country Walk and he said he would be 
glad to; and 

e Discussed a report on narrow lakefront 
lots in the township that was requested by 
the Board of Zoning Appeals. The report 
was completed by planning and economic 
development intern Grace Stamper 
before she left for new employment in 
Hamtramck. The BZA was concerned 
about lots that are 50 feet wide or narrower, 
since current setback requirements and the 
requirement that houses have to be 24 feet 
wide on all sides do not leave a viable 
building envelope. There were 15 lakefront 
lots on the list, with a lot on Ormond Drive 
being the smallest at 31 feet along the lake. 
Krishnan said in Northville Township they 
have put in an overlay district around the 
lake that puts the setback at 15% of the 
width. She said it is fair to all and has 
not been challenged. Thompson said she 
wasn’t sure they needed an overlay district 
for 4-5 lots, but something that was fair 
was needed. Akers said he would come up 
with something to present to them.

With 
the Great Lakes as our water source and proven treatment technologies, the GLWA consistently delivers safe drinking 
water to our community. Sumpter Twp operates the system of water mains that carry this water to your home’s service 
line. This year’s Water Quality Report highlights the performance of GLWA and Sumpter Twp water professionals in 
delivering some of the nation’s best drinking water. Together, we remain committed to protecting public health and 
maintaining open communication with the public about our drinking water. 


Contaminants that may be present in source water include: 


Drinking water, including bottled water, may reasonably be expected to contain at least small amounts of some 
contaminants. The presence of contaminants does not necessarily indicate that water poses a health risk. More 
information about contaminants and potential health effects can be obtained by calling the Environmental Protection 
Agency’s Safe Drinking Water Hotline at (800-426-4791). 


The sources of drinking water (both tap water and bottled water) include rivers, lakes, streams, ponds, reservoirs, 
springs, and wells. As water travels over the surface of the land or through the ground, it dissolves naturally-occurring 
minerals and, in some cases, radioactive material, and can pick up substances resulting from the presence of animals or 
from human activity. 


Contaminants that may be present in source water include: 


Microbial contaminants, such as viruses and bacteria, which may come from sewage treatment plants, septic 
systems, agricultural livestock operations, and wildlife. 


Inorganic contaminants, such as salts and metals, which can be naturally-occurring or result from urban storm 
water runoff, industrial or domestic wastewater discharges, oil and gas production, mining, or farming. 


Pesticides and herbicides, which may come from a variety of sources such as agriculture, urban storm water 
runoff, and residential uses. 


Organic chemical contaminants, including synthetic and volatile organics, which are by-products of industrial 
processes and petroleum production, and can also come from gas stations, urban storm water runoff and septic 
systems. 


Radioactive contaminants, which can be naturally occurring or be the result of oil and gas production and 
mining activities. 


In order to ensure that tap water is safe to drink, EPA prescribes regulations, which limit the amount of certain 
contaminants in water provided by public water systems. The Food and Drug Administration (FDA) regulations establish 
limits for contaminants in bottled water, which must provide the same protection for public health. 


The vulnerability of some populations to contaminants in drinking water. 


Some people may be more vulnerable to contaminants in drinking water than is the general population. Immuno- 
compromised persons such as persons with cancer undergoing chemotherapy, persons who have undergone organ 
transplants, people with HIV/AIDS or other immune system disorders, some elderly, and infants can be particularly at risk 
from infections. These people should seek advice about drinking water from their health care providers. EPA/CDC 
guidelines on appropriate means to lessen the risk of infection by Cryptosporidium and other microbial contaminants are 
available from the Safe Drinking Water Hotline (800-426-4791). 


LEAD 


Safe drinking water is a shared responsibility. The water that GLWA delivers to our community does not contain lead. 
Lead can leach into drinking water through home plumbing fixtures, and in some cases, customers service lines. 
Corrosion control reduces the risk of lead and copper from leaching into your water. Orthophosphates are added during 
the treatment process as a corrosion control method to create a protective coating in service pipes throughout the 
system, including your home or business. Sumpter Township performs required lead and copper sampling and testing in 
our community. Water customers also have a responsibility to maintain the plumbing in their homes and businesses, 
and can take steps to limit their exposure to lead. 


Infants and young children are typically more vulnerable to lead in drinking water than the general population. It is 
possible that lead levels at your home may be higher than at other homes in the community as a result of materials used 
in your home’s plumbing.

If present, elevated levels of lead can cause serious health problems, especially for pregnant women and young children. 
Lead in drinking water is primarily from materials and components associated with service lines and home plumbing. 
Sumpter Township is responsible for providing high quality drinking water, but cannot control the variety of materials 
used in plumbing components. When your water has been sitting for several hours, you can minimize the potential for 
lead exposure by flushing your tap for 30 seconds to 2 minutes before using water for drinking or cooking. If you are 
concerned about lead in your water, you may wish to have your water tested. Information on lead in drinking water, 
testing methods, and steps you can take to minimize exposure is available from the Safe Drinking Water Hotline or at 
http://www.epa.gov/safewater/lead. 


Where does my water come from? 


Your source water comes from the Detroit River, situated within the Lake St. Clair, and several watersheds within U.S. 
and Canada. The Michigan Department of Environmental Quality in partnership the Detroit Water and Sewerage 
Department and several other governmental agencies performed a source water assessment in 2004 to determine the 
susceptibility or relative potential of contamination. The susceptibility rating is on a seven-tiered scale from “very low” to 
“very high” based primarily on geologic sensitivity, water chemistry, and contamination sources. The susceptibility of our 
Detroit River source water intakes were determined to be highly susceptible to potential contamination. However, all four 
Detroit water treatment plants that use source water from Detroit River have historically provided satisfactory treatment of 
this source water to meet drinking water standards. 


GLWA initiated source-water protection activities that include chemical containment, spill response, and a mercury 
reduction program. GLWA participates in a National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System permit discharge program 
and has an emergency response management plan. GLWA voluntarily developed and receive approval in 2016 for a 
source water protection program (SWIPP) for the Detroit River intakes. The programs includes seven elements that 
include the following: roles and duties of government units and water supply agencies, delineation of a source water 
protection area, identification of potential of source water protection area, management approaches for protection, 
contingency plans, siting of new sources and public participation and education.

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VBT DDA approves more funds for the Placemaking project

At its regular meeting June 24, the Van 
Buren Township Downtown Development 
Authority approved spending $33,826.10 
more for the Placemaking project, now 
under construction behind the Remerica 
business at 10151 Belleville Rd. 

DDA Executive Director Susan Ireland 
proposed the following change orders: 

e Adding attic sheathing for $3,668.50; 

e Pressure-treating the wood in the truss 
and bearing beams of the canopy with a 
wood preservative for $3,162.50; 

e Adding a floor hatch in the mechanical 
room to access the crawl space from inside 
the building, $1,707.75; 

e Adding heavy-duty garage door opener 
because of the weight of the garage doors 
selected, $2,454.10; 

e Adding ADA accessible high-low water 
fountain, as required, for $9,867. Since 
a water fountain originally was located 
in the third building and that building is 
not being constructed it was necessary to 
install it inside of the building and make 
closet modifications; and 

e Replacing the asphalt removed from 
the Remerica property and hauled off site 
for manhole modifications while doing 
the sewer tap, and sealing and striping the 
remainder of the parking lot to make up for 
the inconvenience caused to this business 
for $12,966.25. DDA vice chairwoman 
Carol Bird was allowed to abstain from 
this decision because she had a direct 
conflict of interest. 

The construction contingency fund now 
stands at $73,127.82. 

Ireland also requested the DDA purchase 
the furniture for the main Placemaking 
building from HLF Furniture in an amount 
not to exceed $50,000 from Capital Outlay 
and also approve transfer of $24,000 from 
Capital Outlay for internet and security 
equipment, vacuum, broom, cleaning 
products, wall monitor for the conference 
room, and other necessary operating 
supplies. 

HLF Furniture of VBT was the high bidder 
at $45,176, even with the 5% allowance 
given to local bidders. American Interiors 
was $38,652.85 and National Business 
Furniture bid $38,822.65, without shipping 
or installation. 

Ireland said HLF also has furnished 
McDonalds Offices, New World Trade 
Center, National Association of Builders, 
Avenues of the World School in New 
York City, Enoch Pratt Free Library in 
Baltimore, Microsoft, Michigan State 
University, University of Michigan, Red 
Bull Headquarters, Screen Actors and 
Writers Guild, Athletic Department of the 
University of Georgia and Foxborough, 
Massachusetts City Hall. 

Ireland reported that at the Placemaking 
project, the approaches have been poured, 
exterior doors and windows installed, 
drywall put in place, stone and brick work 
almost completed, fencing put up in back, 
and the stamped concrete just poured. 


In other business at the June 24 meeting, 
the DDA: 

e Heard Ireland say she is looking into the 
possibility of putting two trash receptacles 
and two benches along the new pedestrian 
pathway over I-94. MDOT has a long list 
or requirements and the DDA has to make 
sure these items can’t be thrown onto the 
freeway. The drainage issues on the path, 
where the sandbags were put, are being 
addressed; 

e Heard Ireland report some of the locust 


trees in the Belleville Road streetscape had 
bagworms and one oak tree by Meijer is 
showing signs of Oak Wilt and that tree will 
be removed. Two maples appear to have 
Verticillium Wilt and may not survive. The 
tree by Atchinson Ford that was struck and 
tied up with rope appears to be surviving. 
A few trees need to come down near the 
former DNR site; 

e Heard Ireland report that Halophane 
finally sent her replacement part numbers 
for decorative light poles so replacements 


can be ordered. She said the recent 
accident that took out a light pole in front 
of McDonald’s will have to wait until the 
new replacements can be ordered;

GLWA voluntarily monitors for Cryptosporidium and Giardia in our untreated source water monthly. The 
untreated water samples collected from our Southwest plant indicated the presence of one Giardia cyst in March. 
In addition, monitoring indicated the presence of one Giardia cyst and one Cryptosporidium oocyst in the 
untreated water from the Southwest plant in July. Additional testing was performed on the treated water at the 
Southwest plant and Cryptosporidium was absent. All other samples collected in the year 2018 were absent for 
the presence of Cryptosporidium and Giardia. Systems using surface water like GLWA must provide treatment so 
that 99.9 percent of Giardia lamblia is removed or inactivated. 


Cryptosporidium is a microbial parasite found in surface water throughout the United States. Although 
Cryptosporidium can be removed by filtration, the most commonly used filtration cannot guarantee 100% 
removal. Current test methods do not enable us to determine if these organisms are dead or alive. Symptoms of 
infection include nausea, diarrhea and abdominal cramps. Most healthy persons can overcome the disease 
within a few weeks. However, immuno-compromised people (such as those with AIDS, undergoing chemotherapy 
or recent organ transplant recipients) are at a greater risk of developing a severe, life-threatening illness. 
Immuno-compromised persons should contact their doctor to learn about appropriate precautions to prevent 
infection. Cryptosporidium must be taken in through the mouth to cause disease and it may be passed by other 
means than drinking water. 
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Environmental Commission gets details on draw-down cancel

There will be no drawdown of the water 
in Belleville Lake this fall. 

Matthew Best, Van Buren Township 
director of public services, told the 
Environmental Commission at its June 
19 meeting that Supervisor Kevin 
McNamara announced two days earlier 
that the proposed lake drawdown has been 
cancelled for this year. 

He said Supervisor McNamara said it 
“was due to the response we got back from 
the pre-application process, which is quite 
onorous and will take time. The amount of 
time won’t allow us to get the permit this 


year.” 

Commissioner Ronald Merritt noted that 
the permit was applied for last year. 

Best said it took time for Eagle Creek, 
the operators of the dam, to do the 
environmental study, the Indian Tribal and 
Architectural studies. Once you got them 
all, you can apply, Best said. 

“The supervisor made the decision,” Best 
said. “Rather than push forward, we want 
to do it right.” 

“I’ve been telling people it would be 
this fall -- as soon as a month ago,” said 
Trustee Paul White, the township board’s 
representative on the commission. “Is there 
paperwork to show them? Is the state to 


blame?” 

“It’s not that the state held it up,” Best 
said. “There’s a lot of hoops to jump 
through.” Best said they were going to 
have volunteer sampling of the sedimentary 
bed microbes, before, during, and after the 
drawdown, he said. He said Eagle Creek 
proposed volunteers to sample the bugs 
in the bottom of the lake bed and, “The 
Eagle Creek program sounded like it was 
insufficient.” 

Best said there is timing to consider and 
you have to prove its not spawning time, 
rather than rush it. 

Commission chairman David Brownlee 
said these requirements are all do-able

things, but will take time. 

“Are we not going to do it?” Brownlee 
asked. 

“I don’t know,” Best said. “It depends 
on the Eagle Creek response and DNR 
comments. He said they haven’t heard 
back from the Fisheries yet. 

“The pre-application was sent to the DNR 
and it costs a little bit of money,” Best said. 
“We would have to jump through a lot of 
hoops. The DNR looks at different things. 
There’s not enough time to get it all done 
by August or September.” 

When asked if it had anything to do with 
PFAS in the water, he said it had nothing to 
do with PFAS. 

Trustee White pressed: “When did they 
apply?” 

Best replied that Eagle Creek turned it in 
and the state said you have to do this, this, 
and this. “There are comments from the 
DNR on what we have to do,” Best said. 

He said, “We knew going in it may not 
happen. We thought the permit would be 
in hand in August. We will continue to talk 
with Eagle Creek and work with them.” 

“Nothing is happening this year,” 
Brownlee said. 

“Is there anything this group can do to 
help?” asked Commissioner Ross and Best 
said there wasn’t. 

Best said there was one benefit of doing 
this. They held a workshop in February on 
how to stabilize the banks and they c an 
still do work. Some work is easier with the 
water in place, he said. 

“If the BYC wanted to do another 
lakeside cleanup, they could,” Best said. 
“This group could, and volunteers. 

“The process is a benefit to our lakefront 
owners,” Best said. “We had 100 residents 
attend, almost as many as came to opposed 
the lakeshore ordinance.” 

Best said as soon as he gets information 
back from Eagle Creek, he’ll bring it back 
to this group. 

Trustee White said when Best gets this 
information, he should send it to the entire 
group and they all should get it when 
it becomes available and not wait for a 
commission meeting. 

“I can do that,’ Best said, adding 
sometimes he gets information. 

White said they should get anything 
concerning the lake drawdown, from any 
source. 

Chairman Brownlee said he took notes on 
everything Best said about the drawdown 
and he still doesn’t know how to explain it 
to the people in the community. 

“We may not be able to get the permit in 
time for this year,” Best said, adding it has 
to be done in the fall because they won’t let 
them do it in the spring due to spawning. 
Then, there is a 120-day comment period. 

“Why push it and try to rush it?” Best 
asked. 

“We’re not rushing it,’ White replied. 
“It’s been going on for 18 months. It should 
be farther along.” 

“It doesn’t mean Eagle Creek and the

DNR were talking back then,” Best said, 
adding the procedure is called “A Change 
in the Route of River Plan.” 

White asked where they can go to get 
all the information on lake drawdowns. 
He said he would like to know what’s all 
involved. 

Best said he didn’t think it was on line. 

Best said it hasn’t been 18 months to get 
to the permit and Eagle Creek had been 
working on it. 

The Environmental Commission 
recommended the drawdown a year ago 
February, so it’s been 16 months White 
said. 

Best said he is proud of the elected 
officials and the trustees who worked on 
this. 

“I think we’ve done everything very 
well,” Best said. 

In other business at the June 19 meeting, 
the commission: 

e Heard Best report on a Coal Tar 
Webinar he participated in on June 18 
with the Huron River Watershed Council. 
Best said he told why VBT pushed for a 
coal tar ban under the leadership of the late 
Dr. Dave Wilson. He said he told how it 
evolved from a public education ordinance 
to an ordinance with fees. He said Grosse 
Ile did the same thing and they told how 
VBT helped them. Best said the state may 
also ban coal tar, but it wants to fix the 
roads first; 

e Heard Best report that US Ecology got 
permission to remove and replace ground 
water test wells, which is pretty standard, 
he said. DEQ send out cards when a 
change is made and people can sign up to 
stay informed; 

e Heard Best report repairs are being done 
to the fishing pier at French Landing Park; 

e Heard Commissioner Tony Gibson 
said the commission hasn’t done a public 
service project in a couple of years and 
he’d like to do one. Brownlee put it on the 
agenda for the next meeting; 

e Heard White report that a septic system 
is not working and sewage is being dumped 
into a ditch on Martinsville Road. He asked 
who to call and Best gave him the number 
of Dave Wilson at the Wayne County 
Environmental Health Department, (734) 
727-7417. Best said he has another sewage 
dump at another location with a house at 
the end of a long, private drive; 

e Heard Brownlee recommend reading 
the April 28 issue of the Detroit Free Press 
with a “very disturbing” article on PFAS. 
Brownlee said he has seen people putting 
fish in a bucket and he wonders if they are 
taking it home for fertilizer since there is 
a do-not-eat-the-fish alert on Belleville 
Lake. When it was pointed out Horizon 
Park had no do-not-eat-the-fish signs, Best 
said that was the City of Belleville and it 
should put them up; and 

e Heard Best report that new signs will 
be added to the fish signs warning people 
also to avoid foam. VBT will get four and 
will put them at the same locations as the 
PFAS signs.

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VBT audit discussion centers on retiree healthcare liabilities

Plante Moran presented the 2018 annual 
audit of all governmental funds to the Van 
Buren Township Board of Trustees at its 
regular meeting June 18. The audit received 
the highest rating, an unmodified opinion, 
and was accepted by the board. 

The audit showed about $16 million in 
revenue in 2018, a $95,000 increase from 
2017. There was $2.2 million in public safety 
revenue and $2.6 million in revenue sharing, 
an increase in construction revenue and 
decrease in using landfill funds. 

Expenditures were $16.5 million, which 
is a $2.5 million increase from 2017, with 
57% spent for the public safety department. 
The fund balance was $440,000 less than the 
previous year at $7.5 million, $4.7 million of 
that unassigned. 

The township changed accounting practices 
as required by GASB No. 75, “Accounting 
and Financial Reporting for Postemployment 
Benefits Other than Pensions.” (OPEB) 

Plante Moran reported that in 2016, the 


pension was 68% funded; in 2017, 73% 
funded; and in 2018 it was 79% funded. 

The OPEB (healthcare for retirees) was 
funded at 6% in 2016; 11% in 2017, and 13% 
in 2018. 

“It’s a big liability,” said David Helisek 
of Plante Moran. He said at the close of the 
audit year on Dec. 31, 2017, the unfunded 
liability was $20 million. 

He said this is the difference between what’s 
funded and what’s ultimately owed. 

“You're starting to put money aside,” 
Helisek said. “That’s a focus and should be 
a focus.” 

He said Plante Moran will be happy to assist 
the township in thinking through alternative 
ways to manage this liability. 

In discussing the liabilities, Supervisor 
Kevin McNamara said a new state law 
requires 40% funding and, “We put $1.5 
million in a locked-down fund for this.” He 
said there is $12.5 million in a long-term debt 
fund that can be tapped. 

“You need 40% or a corrective action 
plan,” Supervisor McNamara said. “The state 


accepted and considers us at 40%.” 

Trustee Reggie Miller said, “We were 
triggered, yes, we were. The healthcare 
funding went from 6% to 13%, but it’s still 
under funded. We need goals to get this up.” 

She said VBT was on the list of those being 
triggered and VBT submitted a corrections 
plan and that satisfied it for today, but the 
plan was not specified for the future. “We 
need to fix it,” she said. 

“This is facing a lot of institutions and they 
are changing their giving of full healthcare,” 
said Trustee Sherry Frazier. 

“We have employees pay 10% of benefits, 
while state demands 20%. We don’t want to 
have them pay 20% because we feel we have 
a great staff,’ Trustee Frazier said. 

“Some of that is correct,” said Clerk Leon 
Wright. “OPEB is what we would have to pay 
if everyone walked out the door tomorrow. 
We would owe $20 million in health care.” 
But, he pointed out, the township has a health 
care program that is saving it $500,000 a year 
because of the plan versus what the township 
would get with 20%, which is $394,000.

“I cannot understand to save my life why 
other townships and cities and schools don’t 
do the same,” Frazier said. 

“It will be a main part of our budget talks,” 
Supervisor McNamara said. “Right now we 
are actually in pretty good shape. I would not 
suggest 100%. It [the cost] varies yearly.” 

Helisek said VBT was triggered, but it 
said this is what we’re doing and they got a 
waiver. 

Helisek said it is not $20 million due 
tomorrow, but an estimate in the future. He 
said up to 10 years ago, this liability wasn’t 
included in the audit statement. 

“The state did the right thing, knowing what 
happened to Detroit, with unfunded pensions 
and healthcare,” said Clerk Wright. “We have 
$360,000 in health care costs and as long as 
we can pay that, we’re doing great.” He said 
$5 million has been put away to pay this. 

He said the discussion gives a false sense 
that the sky is falling and it’s not falling. 
The township pays the yearly cost and puts 
money aside. 

Frazier said that there is $19 million owed 
on the Visteon bonds and you never know 
how long the landfill will be there. 

“Wayne had to cut police and cut health 
care,” Frazier said. McLouth Steel, GM, Ford 
Motor Co. had to cut, as well. “I'd like to be 
more aggressive in putting money aside.” 

Miller asked how the township knows 
how much is owed, and Helisek said it’s an 
actuarial determination. 

Helisek said the township levies 6.6 mills 
in property tax and 5.7 of that is public safety. 
This year the township paid $7.5 million for 
police and fire. 

McNamara asked how much of a rainy day 
fund is recommended for townships. 

“You’re at 1 mill,” Helisek said. “You’re 
limited to taxes and state sales revenue. The 
township’s ability to raise revenue is not as 
easy as a city, which can levy 18-20 mills, 
he said. 

He said generally 15% fund balance is 
recommended, but townships have to be 
more careful. There were the downturns in 
2007, 8, and 9, and the ability to recoup and 
gain revenue that was lost is limited. There’s 
a lot of moving parts, he said. 

McNamara said VBT has $20 million, $7.5 
plus $12 million -- “That’s pretty good. We’ re 
pretty fluid,” he said, noting that money can 
go where it’s needed. 

“We were triggered,” Frazier said of the 
state requiring a corrective action for OPEB. 
“Trustee Miller said we were triggered. She 
showed me the letter.” 

McNamara said he got a letter that said 
quite the opposite. 

“We weren’t triggered,’ McNamara 
insisted. 

“Yes, we were,” Miller said. 

Helisek stood quietly and made no comment. 

“We were triggered, but let’s talk about the 
good,” Miller said. “We’re doing good and 
that can change. We will have a discussion on 
this during budget time.” 

Clerk Wright pointed out the budget and 
audit was available to the public on the 
website. He said everyone should feel free to 
call the treasurer’s office or the clerk’s office 
with questions.
